ract* was wltm*s?»ed hy l.l.tKK) siH*ctators. Ei;rht horses 
started, iucliidinc: I.<e;ratee, the last-naineil Ikmipz 
added at tlie <devent1i hour. Tlie nionientons stniu- 
;rle over the stiff eoiirst' of erne mile and a quarter 
was siH*etacnlar ami interest injr from start to finish. 

In the rimniira: tin* <*onspicuous f\>rsythe colors, 
worn hy Lee, were always prominent astride Doranti*. 
and at the mid of a mile he sinyrleil out with an 
electric rush and tin* race was over as far as the 
winner was loncerned. Milford’s sensational sprint 
fixmi the rear into a fast-soimr second causetl everv- 
ho<ly to .stand agat>e with astonishment. Firestone 
tinisheii a goo<l third after exhaustive pacsuuaking 
fop one mile. The Hildreth -Ellison trio, from which 
much was expected, were unimportant factors in the 
rate. MontgomeiT. IVm Enrique ami Hoval Tourist 
retire<I when Dorante made his real effort. Xotter’s 
inetluMls pi-oved ineffective with the non-staviu? Hon 
Enrique, and Mri’arthy dmve -Montgomerv info the 
liog-like Koin;; on the inside on the far turn and had 
him anehoi*(M]. 

Fears were entertaintHl that .Montwmery would 
not arrive in tim<‘. and trainer Taylor was just aide to 
unload and saddle him for the hig feature. Whetlna* 
it was the long confiiiemeiit in the ear or tlie 
peculiar going which affectiMl the ITildretli horse ad- 
versely. the fact remains that he ran one of the 
tH-oiest races of his earicr. (nanmr. the higliest 
triiMl of all the eligildes. fell lame during his morn- 
ing exercise ami was witlnlrawn.

Jack Atkin Wins in His Best Style — Jockey Treubel 
Punished for Rough Riding. 



I.os Angeles. Cal.. IK'Cendier 2T». — Stanh*y Fa.v v'i’b * 
the Santa Anita Hamlicap liy a head today in a 
tM'USHtional finish with t’zar amid deafening a<‘el,iim. 
Passing the stand the first time Treuliel, in playing 
for a snug iM»siti«>ir. bnmiH'd Vox Popnli off his 
stride, he caroming into Husky, and he in turn inter 
f«‘riiig with .Magazine, tlve tliree being tlirown <dear 
out »*f the race. Treubel was sharply reprimamkil 
for his rough lacticit. fiiietl and set down for 

thirty raring days, hut w’ill W alloweil to ride for 
his contrai't eiiifdo.ver. P. T. Chinn. 

Stanley Fay's victory was iKipular. as he was 
harked by the [lublic and talent alike. He was 
skillfull.v rated for the first si'veii furlongs, then 
moved up fast and. in a stirring last sixteenth ilrive. 
outgam*^! Czar. The latter was made too smhlen use 
of when nearing the far turn and this probably cost 
him the rare. He showed rare gameness under 
the whip in the final sixteenth, hut was not quib* 
good enough. Gow'an, well support e<l by manv 
easterners, rm-od promisingly for sev<*n furlongs and 
then gradually fell away In'aten. 

.lack Atkin, w'ith the sti'adying impost of i;;<i 
pounds on Ills hack, had little trouble in disposing 
of one of tlie best fields of sprinters here, winning 
tlie third race at sir furlongs in fast time. He is 
at his iM'st and should b<* hard to beat from now’ on. 

The W’oathcr was balmy and clear, lieing ideal for 
racing ptirposcs. 

Roy Offutt. of Wright & Offutt. will sell his en 
tire stable of eighteen horses on Saturday. January 
2. by atietion in. the padd»K'k, 

James Cnaika and .John Fitch, well-known siM»rts- 
men from Hamilton, Out., arrived here twlay and 
will remain for the winter. 

Round and Round w’as run up from $.'iOP to $1,100 
and sold to Charles Healey. 

The attendance tfslay was aliout S.OOO and the 
thirty-one books did by far the greatest oue-dav 
business of the present meeting. , 

ENCOURAGING PROGRESS AT HAVANA. 

Havana. Uecenilier 20. — Large crowils have lieon 
turning out at the Alniendares track during tlic past 
week. On Tuesday the attendance was the largest 
of any week day up to that time, while on Tliurs- 
da.v as many iiersons witnessed the racing as were 
present on Sundays, which i.s the Imnner day of the 
week for racing in Cuba. Tlie iK'ople in Havana 
afipnreiitly are jnst awakening to the fact that there 
is a race meeting in town. The club has directed 
aill its energies to interesting the fashionable {looplc 
it. Havana in the siK»rt and their lalsirs are begin- 
ning to bear fruit. One day of the week. Thurs- 
day. is set apart as society day at the track and 
It is beginning to !»e the proper thing for the 
fashionable people of the city to Ik* seen at the 
course on these afternoons. On Thurstlay last the 
fifty lK»xes in the rear of the grandstand were all 
crowded with family parties. The ladies w’ere all 
t handsomely gowned and anyone at all conversant 
with Havana society knows what this means. Signor 
Maria Diaz Igrator, a brilliant young attorney of 
Havana. Is looking after the society end of the 
siKurt and he has interested some of the most influ- 
ential men on the island iu racing. Several gentle- 
men prominent in the sockil life of Havana have be- 
<*onie interested to such an extent that they have 
expressed h wish to have racing establi.shments of 
their owu. and with this end in view they have eom- 
missioned a eouide of American owners and trainers 
who are racing here to purchase them suitable ma- 
terial to carry tlieir colors. A1 Hamel, the clever 
voung horseman who developed and raced that gofKl 
fillv, Notasulga. Is a great favorite with the Cubans. 
The fact that he la racius one of the best horses 



here has attracted their attention. Hamel brought 
the spei*d.v Halifax over from the States ami the 
old sprinter has w<m a (“oujilo of goo<l races during 
the j>res<*iit we«k in which he simply smothered his 
opiKineiits with speed. After Halifax’s last victory 
Hamel was approarii<*<l hy a Cuban gentleman, who 
is one of the principal wholesale merchants in 
Havana, and asked if he would consider an offer 
of $l,2P0 for the horse. Hamel did not feel like 
parting with his l)n*adwinner for that figure and he 
was told to krik around and find a couple of hors«‘s 
which «*oukl win ami that tlie.v would Ik* purriias<sl, 
provid<‘d that Hamel would agree to do the training. 
Offers have Is'cii made for Cloisteress. Sully ITestoii 
and t'liief navi's, hut tlieir owners have refused to 
.s«'ll except at an exorbitant figure. 

Young llineliclifre. the little aiipreiitice that 
.1. \V. I’angle brought here from the .States, is fast 
developing into a goisi ri<I<*rk He is a great favorite 
here ami has ridden a iiiimiK'r of winners. Hannan. 
Hugh .Mi-CarTPii’s lad. is also improving. He is a 
ten-|M>iimls better rider ii<*\v than when the me<*tlng 
iM'gaii and when he returns to the States lie, too. 
will 1 k' a giMHi rider. M. Slieedy's jin-key. Tommy 
Harty. has finally stnn-k his stride and has ridileii 
three winners during the past week. Harty has 
put in some strenuous work on the roads surrounding 
.Miiu'iidares and is threi' or tVnir iMHinds lighter than 
he was last summer. Young Rollins, who eame down 
from New York with Frank Liglitfoot. has ridden a 
eonjile of winners. Liglitfoot won his first race at 
the meeting when .Feanette M. heat Eiistaeian a few 
days ago. 

.Moiinelli and jiM-key Liebert returned to New 
York on Saturday. Liebert got into tiwible here 
with the ortieials for rough riding and was suspended 
tor one week. .Molinelli won two races while here 
with I/.Xmonr. The latter will remain here in 
charge of .Vlhriglit for tlie remainder of the 
meeting, when he will ho shiiiped over to Tamim. 

There was a hurdle race on Thursday last, the first 
given sinee the meeting iH'gan. It proved a strong 
attraction despite the fa<*t that onl.v tliree horses 
went to the pcKt. .1. W. Fangle furnished the win 
Her in George I.eit>er. whic'li won off by himself. He 
WH< ridden hy I>i<-k IVuding. who got in from New 
Orleans the morning that the race was run. Teml- 
ing. not having bad time to lose his sea legs, was a 
hit wobbly, but lie roile a stileudid race. Lizzie 
Flat, one of the others starters, proved a keen fac- 
tor until at the fourth hurdle, wiiere she fell. .She 
and (Jeorge iK'iiK'r took the two iirevions hurdles 
lieail and head and le.ss than a length seiiarated them 
when she fell. McClain, who nnle Lizzie Flat, was 
shaken up a hit. hut fortunately escaped with no 
broken Imiies. The mare fell heavily, landing on 
her head and turning a complete simiersanlt. 

.1. r. Strode is talking of disfiosing of his entire 
stable and returning to the .States. Strode is inter- 
ested in the Imilding of a race tra<-k in .laeksonville. 
Florida. As.so<*iated with him are several other 
horsemen, among them W. 11. Fizer. It is not 
tliouglit tliat the Jacks<inville tra<*k will lie com 
pletcd in time for raring next spring, hnt the hlea 
is to liohl a nn'Oting there next year, following that 
at Tampa. 

On Saturday a military race was n»v. ie wbieli 
the horses were ridden h.v offi<*ers from the Rural 
Ckiard and fnmi <’amp Colmnbia. The three Rural 
Guard otfi<*«*rs wotv small Cuban flags on their arms 
to distinguish them from the American ofik-ers. who 
wore their national colors on their arms. tre 

mendous crowd turned out to witness this race and 
so strong an attraction did It tirove that there is 
talk of giving another race of this kind before tin- 
meeting closes, rresident -elect tleneral Jose Manuel 
Gomez liicseiited the rider of the winner with a 
handsome silver troph.v. The presentation was made 
in the state l>ox, which is situated in the middle of 
the grandstand. 

MEASURE FOR HOT SPRINGS RACING. 

Hot Springs. Ark.. Decemlier 2o . — The proposecl 
amendment to the Ami.*? anti-racing law. which will 
be iiresenteil by tho ’Bns.iness ^^en’s lK*ague to the 
legislature for action, is as follows: 

“To except Garland County from the operation of 
the hill us to wagers or IxHikmaking. Permit racing 
on tracks in this county under auspices of responsible 
organizations, not to e.\cee<l fift.v da.vs in any one 
year, nor three days in au.v one wwk. Provide for 
a «*on«tv nieing <*omniission <"ompo8ed of three repu- 
table citizens and real estate owners of this county 
to he apis)ini«*<l by the governor. 

“The jurisdiction of the coniraissiou is restricted 
to tlie matter of protecting the public against fraud- 
ulent racing or other fraudulent methods connected 
with racing with power to punish or suppress same. 

“Said loiiimissioiiers are to b<H*ome county ollicci*s 
and ilniw their salaries from the eouut.v treasury on 
approval of their accounts hy the judge. 

“Provides for a license tax of $100 per day on 
racing associations for everv’ day of racing, to he 
collei tifl by tlio county I'ollector and tnrmsl into tne 
eoiMily treasury, out of u1ii<*h the salary and ex- 
PM'iises of the commission arc to he paid ami t'ne 
ri'sidue to go to the puhlic road fund.” 

The result of a re<*ent ik* 11 among business men 
and other representative <*i'tizeiis as to wlietlier or 
not racing in tJarland County under certain regnla 
tions and restrictions slsmld 1 m» resuim*d. slimved 
that b7d out of a total number of d7l were for rac- 
ing, tifty-foiir against racing and forty-one nou- 
coinmittal. 

PADDOCK IMPROVEMENT AT OAKLAND. 

San Francisco. Cal,, Deieiiiher 25. — Under the sn 
pervisioii of SuiM'rintemlent Grant an improvement 
was made at the Oaklami track the early part of 
this week wliich will certainly lie appreidated by 
tlio.se who arc a<-customtsl to pay for the privi- 
k*ge of entering the paddock. 

Heretofore the fifty-rents admission f»H' has car 
ried with it iiotliiug but the permis.sion to pa.ss into 
tlie inclosure and see the horses before they were 
sent to the post. No provision, liowever. was made 
for them to witness the nimiing of a race without 
leaving Uie iiaddock. Hereafter this will not he the 
case. A space about twent.c-five feet in wkltli in 
front of the paddo<*k lias been inclowsl for their 
acwmimalatirm. a wire fence having l>een built from 
the end of the paddock nearest the betting ring 
down to the track fence. In the rear of the space a 
tier of seats has been -placed, which will furnish 
seating iwun for about 100 persons, and down in 
front, close to the rail, chairs will be placed for the 
acconrmodation of others who may want to be out 
in the sun. 

There are two entran<*es to the Inclosure from the 
paddmk. Superiiitendeiit Grant thinks that those 
wlio pa.v to enter the padd<M-k are entitle<l to some- 
thing like fair a<*eotnm«Klations, and his latest move 
will meet with approval. 

TO SELL RAINEY TWO-YEAR-OLDS. 

Los .\ngelcs. Cal.. December 2.5. — Ted Walker, 
proprietor of the Itoscmcail Ranch, near Santa Anita 
Park, has received w<ird from Rainey Bros, to sell 
two of their hors«-s that were left in his care last 
spring wlion the Rainey sta-tile was slklpped east. 
One is a two-.vear-old I'olt. Roy. .Ir.. itanied after 
H. A. Rainey, and is said to be excentionbilly fast, 
having recently worke<I three-eigbths in thirty- six 
at Santa Anita Park. The other is a two-year-old 
full-brother to Frank Lord and is named Fighting 
Ohanee. The Raineys did not return to California 
this winter as they expected to do. and so thought 
it advisable to dispose of these two colts. 

FULLER’S DAY AT SAN ANTONIO. 

— Today’s large 
attendance and the victories of a majority of favor- 
ites were featnre<* of the racing here this afternoon.
